This is to inform you that the term of Mr. Cecil Onion as a Trustee

The nomination made by the 
Common Council shall be transmitted to the Mayor in writing within 
ten (10) days from the nomination.

This is in keeping with the State Rede- 
velopment Act. 


The State Redevelopment Act states that a Trustee must be more than 
35 years of age and must have been a resident of the City for the past 


five (5) years.
